County Employees 
Get 8.33 % Pay Raise 


A change in the pay time 
for county highway department 
employees will get all ofthem 
an 8.33 % increase in salary 
beginning about October Ist. 
The County Commissioners 
voted Monday to change from 
a twice monthly pay to every 
two weeks, with all employees 
receiving the same in the two 
week pay as presently being 
received in the twice mouithly 
system used for many years. 


This will result in each em- 
ployee getting two extra pay 


checks during a twelve month 
period 

Eugene Jacobs, who served 
as Active Engineer before the 
arrival of Bernard Richburg 
from the State Highway Dep- 
artment, was given a special 
raise of $59 per pay period. 
He- was singled out by the 
commissioners for his 28 
years of service, after the 
hew engineer had recomme- 
nded both he and N.L. Har- 
vison be given pay raises. 

Three of the commissio- 
ners, Flournoy Whitman, By- 
ron Galloway and Albert 
Dyess, voted for giving 
Jacobs 4 raise while Bennie 
Beckham and O.V. Waters vo- 
ted against the measure. 
Commissioner Don Smith was 
not present for the afternoon 
session of the meeting. 
Waters said he was not in 
favor of giving any raises 
unless every person was given 
a raise. 

The vote on changing the 
pay method and giving the 
8.33 % raise was passed un- 
animously. 

Again the commissioners 
heard complaints about rural 
roads needing work. Several 
people appeared and asked for 
relief. Commissioner Flo- 
urnoy Whitman complained to 
Richburg that roads in Dis- 
trict Three (Elba, Kinston, 
areas) were in terrible shape.

They may do so by com- 
pleting the application forms 
sent home with a letter to 
parents.

The in 
formation provided on the ap- 
plication will be confidential 
and will be used only for the 
purpose of determining eligi- 
bility. Applications may be 
submitted any time during the 
school year. 

In certain cases _ foster 
children are also eligible for 
these benefits.

Should contact the school. 

If a parent is dissatisfied 
with the ruling of the official, 
he may wish to discuss it in 
more detail with that official.

NATIONAL HEALTH INSURANCE 
WOULD BE DISASTROUS

Those wonderful social re- 


formers who gave us Urban Re- 


newal, the War on Poverty, the 
Food Stamp Program and other 
welfare failures, are now sug- 
gesting we need national health 
insurance (NHL) because there 
is a health care “crisis” and 
health care is a “right.” 

First, the so-called “cri- 
sis” seems to be largely media 
and politically created. Indeed, 
virtually all Americans have 
access to excellent medical 
care. An estimated 90 percent 
of the population, 182 million 
Americans,have medical. in- 
surance. And a recent Harris 
survey found that Americans 
rank health care as number 15 
of the 16 major problems in 
this country 

Second, medical care 1s 
neither a “right” or a privi- 
lege; it is a service provided 
by doctors and others to peo- 
ple who wish to purchase it. 
The doctor or other health 
specialist earns his living by 
providing these services. If 
the “right” to health care be- 
longs to the patient, he starts 
out owning the services of a 
doctor without the necessity of 
either earning them or re- 
ceiving them as a gift from 
the doctor, the only man who 
has the right to give them. 

No oneis arguing that health 
care is expensive, it is. But 
this expense is largely due to 
government spawned inflation 
which has also affected almost 
everything else we use. 

NHI would be disastrous for 
our nation. Unlike the patient 
in a free enterprise system, 
where excessive or frivolous 
demands for medical attention 
result only in increased medi- 
cal costs for the person who re- 
ceives the care; under NHI, 
with all the nation’s taxpayers

The Tax Foundation esti- 
mates that in the first year of 
NHI, health care costs in the 
U.S. would increase between 
four and 13 percént, not includ- 
ing inflation. It has been esti- 
mated the so-called Kennedy 
Health Bill would cost $77 
billion the first year. 

One would hope we could 
learn a few lessons from the 
dismal failure of the British 
socialist health program, 
which is plagued by severe 
overcrowding, inadequate and 
often antiquated facilities, dan- 
gerously outmoded equipment, 
drastic shortages of person- 
nel, lack of essential ser- 
vices, impersonal attention, 
lack of privacy, long waiting 
lines for admission to gov- 
ernment hospitals and in- 
creased tax costs. 

Admittedly, the American 
system of medicine has not 
yet created the medical Utopia 
envisioned by its planners, but 
it is doing a very good job of 
providing a high level of medi- 
cal care to the American peo- 
ple at a reasonable cost. Cer- 
tainly, it is much better than 
the British socialist system. 
Therefore, I propose no new 
government programs to solve 
the fictional health care “cri- 
sis.” Instead, I propose we 
allow the free market to con- 
tinue to provide and improve 
the high quality of medical 
care now available in this 
country.

Farmer Is A Key To Strength 


It is ironic that for the 
second time in three years 
the Russians have hadtocome 
to the American free-enter- 
prise marketplace to make 
purchases of grains to make up 
for shortages from their own 
collective farm system. 

The superior productivity 
of American farmers is cle- 
arly demonstrated by the fact 
that we raise some 239 mil- 
lion tons of grain a year 
compared to only 200 million 
tons of grain raised by Rus- 
sian farmers. In over all 
farm production - not just 
grain- we have about 8 mil- 
lion farmers whereas the Rus- 
Sians have 77 million farmers 
employed on ‘communes. 

America’s great strength 
lies in large part ih our 
tremendous productive cap- 
acity -- and our agricultural 
production sets the pace. We 
can export two-thirds of our 
food grains, one-fourth of our 
feed grains, and over one- 
third of our soybean and cot- 
ton production. 

In the past 20 years, we 
used more than $25 billion 
worth of farm products to ward 
off hunger and starvation thr- 
oughout the world 

Just last year, we earned 
more than $21 billion from 
commercial farm exports-- 
contributing substantial stre- 
ngth to the value of the dol- 
iar in world markets. Our 
agricultural exports exceeded 
our imports by $9 billion, 
giving us a desperately needed 
surplus of this amount in our 
balance of trade. 

* As we seek new ways to 
use this tremendow reso- 
urce--that is, our agric- 
ultural productivity--we must 
also recognize how it came 


about-- what underpins this 
great agricultural strength. 
It is because American 


farm families have produc- 
ed--because they have had in- 
centive to produce. It is be- 
cause the American agricult- 
ural system is secondtonone, 
and we must guard and protect 
the free enterprise system 
which makes it possible. We 
must be certain that farmers 
and ranchers continue to have 
adequate incentive fo pro- 
duce, because a bankrupt ag- 
ricultural sys.-™ will never 
produce the abundance of food 
and fiber needed for main- 
taining a strong economy 

If American farmers are 
to produce for world markets, 
we must improve theiraccess 
to the raw materials which go 
into agricultural production 
We must insure that our food 


and farm policy is a fair 
policy - aduquate for our 
farmers, abundant for our 


consumers, and responsive to 
we must keep the farmer in 
business, not just for the far- 
mer’s benefit but for the ben- 
efit of ceusumers, for the

Use one of these control 
methods, sevin,,malathon or 
methoxychlor. e sure to 
check the label and follow 
the directions. To get color 
back into the lawn, use 
liquid iron. 


SOAP FOR FINGERNAILS 


Working in a garden can 
certainly cause fingernail tro- 
uble when dirtgets underneath 
them. So, if you do a lot 
of gardening, scrape your 
fingernails on a bar of soap 
before starting. Soal keeps 
the dirt out and makes clean- 
up easier. Try this before 
heavy housework.

pipes are 3-4 inches in diam- 


eter and several feet long. In 
his carelessness, he let the 
end of the pipe touch a power 
line, and he was killed insta- 
ntly. Another fellow was unlo- 
ading gravel from a dumping 


trailer. When he stepped out of 


the cab to see why the trai- 
ler was not operating right, 
he was hit with 8,000 volts 
from the overhead power 
lines. 

I am mentioning this be- 
cause a lot of our peanut com- 
bines in certain circumstanc- 
es can come in contact with 
power lines.

I received the 1975 Clemson football brochure in the 
mail last week, and one of the eight players featured ina 
special section was Elba’s own Dennis Smith 

Dennis, a 6-0, 166-pound defensive back, graduated from 
Elba High School in 1°71. While playing with the Tigers, Dennis 
started for three consecutive years, and was named All-SAC 
both as a junior and senior 

After spending a freshman year at split receiver, Dennis 
played a reserve role to All-ACC safety Peanut Martin his 
sophomore season; and it looked like he would again pace 
the sidelines last. year. However, Martin was injured in 
Clemson's second game, and Dennis stepped in and turned in 
a Stellar performance. 

Smith picked off six interceptions during the season to lead 
the Atlantic Coast Conference. Clemson Coach Red Parker 
said that Dennis was “the most improved player on the team 
in 1974.”
